NEW G.T.P. DIVISIONAL POINT 


Located at Southwest Corner 

Buffalo Lake, About Midway Be- 

tween Calgary and Tofield 

Edmonton.—The Grand Trunk Pa- 
cifie Railway company has decided on 
the location of the divisional point on 
the Edmonton to Calgary line. It will 
be located at the southwest corner of 
Buffalo Lake, a few miles north of 
Alix, and about 20 miles from the 
crossing of the Red Deer river. The 
name selected for the new town is 
“Mirror’’ on account of the clear wa- 
ter of the lake, which reflects objects 
like a looking glass. Thera is a fine 
sandy beach and the bottom of the 
lake slopes gently down from the 
shallow water at the shore to the deep 
water a few hundred feet distant.
